The application 
was examined with the limitation "fold line" in claim 15 being interpreted as -center line--. Therefore, claims 1-19 stand rejected as set 
forth in the 07/19/06 Office action. With regards to the arguments pertaining to the 35 USC 102(b) rejection based on Foster, applicant 
asserts that the cutting edge of element 16vdoes not satisfy the definition of center line as set forth in the specification, however, the 
broadest interpretation of the limitation center line includes the cutting edge of element 16. Applicant also asserts that the limitation of 
"the first section being adjacent the second section at a center line" is not met if the center line is not at midpoint 18, however, the center 
line passes through the midpoint 18 because the midpoint 18 is at the middle of element 16. 

With respect to the 35 USC 103(a) rejection over Ganneval in view of Foster, Applicant asserts that one of skill in the art would not have 
angled solid section 21, however, one of ordinary skill in the art would have angled section 21 in order to enable the workpiece to twist 
more easily. 
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
